There is no question that well au­ 
thenticated cases ure on record where 
disastrous wrecks of 
railroad trains 
have been averted by almost seeming 
miracles. 
James E. White, general su­ 
perintendent of the railway mail service 
at Washington, relates the particulars 
of a remarkable jump of 28 feet made 
by a locomotive. 
As Mr. White tells 
the story, it was on the 1st of Septern-* 
ber, 1892, when a New York and Chi­ 
cago mail train on the New York Cen­ 
tral, which was behind time and run­ 
ning at a very high rate of 
speed, 
reached New Hamburg, where a 28 foot 
draw of a bridge was open, which open 
space it is claimed the engine cleared 
and lauded safely on the main portion 
of the bridge, the rest of the train go­ 
ing down through the opening. 
While 
the engine, it is said, made the leap of 
2s feet in safety, the engineer and fire­ 
men, not having time to jump, were 
hoth killed. John li. Cain, a postal 
clerk, was killed, and M. E. Towney, 
clerk in charge, was seriously injured, 
the other postal clerks escaping unhurt. 
While none of the local railroad men 
knows of any locomotives that are as 
good jumpers as White’s or that do the 
bounding jockey act, some of 
them 
know (,t miraculous and hairbreadth es­ 
capes. Carlton Paris of the old Ohio and 
Mississippi for many years and more 
recently witli the B. and O. S. W. tells 
that he and Ed Swift a number of years 
ago were riding on a train over the 
Ohio and Ihg Sandy road when an ac­ 
cident was narrowly averted. 
Put let 
Pans tell the story: 
“ The road \\a* about t he roughest at 
that time I had ever ridean over. There 
were only a few passeng* rs on the train. 
Swift and i were in the forward coach 
talking to the conductor when the soli­ 
tary sleeping car passenger came stag­ 
gering 
111 and said: ‘Mr. Conductor, 
your road is so rough 1 can’t sleep in 
my berth. 
I have been pitched out 
1 f 
my berth twice in the last quarter of 
an hyur. There must be something the 
matter ’ 
“ Tho conductor picked up his lantern 
and said, 'Come 0 :1, and I ’ll go back 
with you and see what s wrong.’ Swift 
and 1 sat where we were talking, and 
very soon we saw that the bellcord 
was being very violently pulled and the 
engine r was whistling for brakes. Tho 
train mally came to a standstill, and 
Swift and 1 kept our s^a's uud kept on 
talking. As, after live minutes or more, 
there were no signs of the train going 
ahead, we concluded to go back and see 
what was tho cause of the deluy. 
“ The conductor and trainmen were 
grouped about tho sleeper with their 
lanterns, and we soon %und out that 
the sleeper had left the track and had 
been running over tho ties for how far 
we never knew. 
The night was pitch 
dark and it was raining very hard. 
It 
took the men at least three hours to get 
the sleeper on the rails again. 
Tho 
wheels were very near the end of the 
ties, and had the train gone 100 yards 
farther the sleeper would have been off 
tho ties and over a high embankment.” 
Frank Martin of the Missouri, Kan­ 
sas and Texas said: 
“ 1 remember of a disastrous wreck 
being almost miraculously averted on 
the Memphis and Little Hock 
road 
along about IbbJ. 
A passenger tram 
was traveling at a high rate of speed 
when the engine threw a piece of rail 
about three feet long out of the track. 
This piece of rail was thrown at h ast 
25 feet from tho track. 
Strange as it 
sc* ms, the tender, baggage car, coaches 
and peepers w ut over this place where 
the rail was out and gained the rail 
again without one of the cars leaving 
the track exe< jit when the wheels went 
down on to the ties at one end of the 
broken rail, only to mount the rail 
again at tho other end of the track. 
About all tho inconvenience the pas­ 
sengers experienced was a hlight shak­ 
ing.” 
Assistant General Passenger Agent 
Hyan said: 
“ 1 remember two instances when the 
lives of engineers and 
firemen were 
saved by a seeming intervention 
of 
Providence. 
A number of years ago u 
new trestle was being put in, and false 
works had been erected to permit of the 
temporary passage of trains. Tho work­ 
men had failed to put in some necessary 
bolts. 
The first train that came along 
was a freight. 
As soon as the engine 
struck the false work it gave way, and 
down went tho engine. 
The fall was 
one of 50 feet, and in falling the engine 
made a complete revolution and alight­ 
ed on the ground upon iti» whe< Is right 
side up, and the engineer and fireman 
both 
escaped 
injury, although they 
were probably pretty badly jarred by 
the fall 
“ The other case I know <A is that of 
a train running at a good speed when 
the engine run Into 
a large rock that 
had fallen on the track just at the 
mouth ot a tunnel 
The impact caused 
the tender to bend up from the rear end 
and form a protecting hood over the en­ 
gineer and fireman in the locomotive 
L*ab, and they were uninjured. Had this 
uot occurred, they would either have 
been badly injure or had their lives 
crushed out. ” 
Another passenger man said yesterday: 
“ When 1 was a « It ping car conductor 
on the old Lee line, about 30 years ago, 
the train was late, and we were going 
along at a pretty lively gait. 
Wo were 
within about the m ihs of Indianapolis 
when the engine and four cars jumped 
the track, and we thought there would 
be a smash up, but before the train 


30uld be stopped every wheel was again 
m the rails without the least damage 
being done to any part of the train or 
my of the passengers, barring the fright 
we all had,”—Cincinnati Enquirer.

At a meeting of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the Illinois Trans-Mississippi 
and International Exposition Commis­ 
sion, held at Chicago on Monday last, 
the following program for Illinois Day, 
June 21, was adopted : 
Carriages fur the governor and his 
staff, the members of the Commission 
and their wives and invited guests will 
be taken at 10 o'clock from the Paxton 
hotel on the grounds, where the exer­ 
cises will begin at 11 o’clock, as fol­ 
lows : 
Hon. William H. Harper, chairman 
of the Illinois executive committee, 
wiil call the assemblage to order, and 
after prayer will introduce Hon. Clark 
E. Carr, president of the Illinois com­ 
mission, who will deliver an address, 
formally turning over the 
Illinois 
building to the state of Illinois. Gov­ 
ernor Tanner will accept the same on 
behalf of the state, concluding by turn­ 
ing the magnificent structure over to 
the exposition. 
After “ Illinois” has been sung by a 
quartet selected from the Apollo club, 
President W attles, of the exposition 
management, will respond to Governor 
Tanner. 
Brief addresses will bo made by Sen­ 
ators Culiom and Mason, the whole 
proceedings being interspersed with 
music by the band and singing by the 
Apollo club of Chicago, 20h strong. 
Immediately after adjournment a 
lunch will be served in the Markel 
restaurant, near by, where Hon. Ferdi­ 
nand W. Peck will preside, and ex- 
Governor Fifer, Hon. William H. Stead 
and others will speak. 
Ex-Governor 
Altgeld has been invited to attend, but 
has written th at he will be unable to 
do so. 
At the dose of the lunch, the party 
will repair to the Illinois building, 
where a reception will be tendered the 
Governor and his wife, to which every­ 
body is invited. 
Following the reception carriages 
will take the party down to the rooms 
of the Commercial Club, where the 
‘ Sons of Illinois,” a local society re­ 
cently organized for such purposes will 
give a banquet at 
o’clock, to which 
Governor Holcomb and other distin­ 
guished Nebraskans will be invited. 
Plates will be provided for two bund 
red. 
The banquet over, the party will be 
driven ?o the iillnois building, where a 
grand concert will be given from 9 ":o 
10 o’clock p. m., the celebrated con- 
traito, .Vli-is i'ik'i.e Bloodgood of New 
York, and seme Umaha talent having 
been suggested Gjr the occasion.

During the evening of the day the 
Apollo Musical Club will appear in 
concert at the Auditorium aud“ Elijah” 
will be sung; and by the w'ay, on W ed­ 
nesday evening the.ciub will give an 
out-of-door concert on the 
grounds, 
singing folk songs and part songs. 
Thursday afternoon, June 23rd, the

You probably have correspondents 
here in the Sixth Illinois Regiment or 
otherwise, and yet I think you may 
wish to hear something of the condi­ 
tion of things in our large camp from 
the standpoint of an Illinois W ashing­ 
tonian. Camp Alger, Virginia, is situ­ 
ated ten miles from the west end of 
Washington, and is not far from Mun­ 
son’s Hill, which was the site of ont of 
the grand reviews of McClellan's army 
in l''R2. 
All about there the ground 
was consecrated by camps, advances 
and retreats of the “ boys in b lue'’ in 
the years of 1''<U to lixdo —real historic 
ground, sacred in the memory of thou­ 
sands who camped or marched there, 
and sacred in many homes as the local­ 
ity where the loved ones suffered and 
died from sickness and wounds: the 
dear forms gathered to the home ceme­ 
teries or laid beneath the sod in Ar­ 
lington. 
The camp now numbers nearly or 
quite 20,(.XK) men, and although of such 
a distance from the city, it is of very 
great Interest to Washington people, 
and to many recalls recollections of 
1801. 
On May 2'^ and 30 I visited the 
camp in general, but more particularly 
the quarters of the Sixth Illinois Regi­ 
ment. 
I was delighted, although sur- 
jirised, to find the regiment so largely 
composed of men from Lee and W hite­ 
side counties; and was glad indeed to 
meet and take by the hand a number 
of the sons of old neighbors and com­ 
rades of Lee county and Mendota, 
while others are acquainted with my 
brother and family, who were in Dixon. 
It took only a very little while to get 
acquainted with the “ boys” myself, 
and we had some very enjoyable visits. 
I expect to call on them frequently. 
I 
am considerably interested in the boys, 
and see myself somewhat as in a look­ 
ing glass, as I remember Camp Butler 
and Kentucky In 
when the old 
Thirty-fourth Illinois began army life 
in the W ar of the Rebellion. 
The Sixth Illinois has made a good 
impression as a fine body of young men, 
most of them seeming to be enthusiastic 
in the profession of a soldier, aiming to 
be good soldiers, with all that any good 
citizen would consider th at the word 
•fxxl ought to imply. 
They have foiin 1 
that it is not all fun. 
One said to 
ri ia 
that he thought they would not forgot 
even what they la d now experienced 
in tha war v/ith Spain as long as they 
live; even as he supposod the old sol- 
tiers do not forget tbelr experiences. 
This regiment has nearly rocovertjd 
from the vaccination given at Spring­ 
field, and are in a good state of health 
generally, only about four now' being 
seriously sick, and none of them, 1 be­ 
lieve, are from Lee county. 
The city was moved with sympathy 
for the poor boy who was sick with 
typhoid fever when the regiment ar­ 
rived, and who died before comfortable 
arrangements could be made for the 
sick. 
His remains were sent to his 
home at liock Island. 
Much is being done for the soldiers 
toward their comfort and efficiency by 
the government. 
Supplies and equip­ 
ments are fully furnished now, except, 
perhaps, to a few of the lately arrived 
regiments. The intellectual and moral 
reijuirements of these soldier boys are 
not neglected either, by the way. 
The 
chaplains present are actively engaged 
and ably seconded in their efforts by 
the Christian Commission and 'i'oung 
Men’s Christian Association committee. 
Six tents of this committee are said to 
be on the ground now, supplied with 
writing material and reading matter, 
and where divine servlcot are held, 
tents accommodating 200 or more for 
meetings. One tent—at the camp of 
the Sixth Illinois—has an organ and 
hymn books, supplied from the city 
association. 
Collections 
of 
reading 
matter are being made all over the 
city for the soldiers, and the pastors 
and others are arranging to assist In 
religious services at the camp. 
The desire and hope of the Christian 
people here and everywhere is th at our 
boys may be returned to their mothers 
and homes as clean and as good as 
w'hen they left, whether the war be 
long or short.

V» riuii« i Mt-tluKls of M eiM uriug T im « P rior 
to t h e In% ea tlon of CU>ck» . 
We need do no more than allude to 
the habit after the reformation, and 
especially in Scotland, 
of preachers 
measuring their disconrses by the hour­ 
glass iu the pulpit. 
These marked an 
hour exactly. 
Those first made 
iu 
Charlemagne’s day ran for 12 hours. 
Altrtxl the (ireat hit upon a method of 
measuring time, which shows that there 
was no Saxon one, tliongii very proba­ 
bly scan e of the monasteries (then the 
only liomes of knowledge) wert( ac­ 
quainted with water cIiHika and hour­ 
glasses, if not by practical knowledge 
at any rate by hearsay. 
However, the kingdom in general fol­ 
lowed Allred’s plan, wbicli, though in­ 
genious, 
mx-essarily 
lacked anything 
like the accuracy of the other inven­ 
tions. Vet the king’s idea wa.s hailed us 
a wonderful ett*'rt ol genius, which, for 
such an era by comparison with the 
general ignorance, it was. 
A.s every 
S( luHilboy (in this cu.se literally) knows, 
Alfred marked time by rushlight.s. 
A 
long existence, by the way, has the rush­ 
light enjoyed, seeing that middle aged 
people still remember its use m the iiur.s- 
ery at night and the reflect ion of the 
circular holes in the tall metal shades 
on the ceiling. 
Alfred, says an ancient anthority, 
“ that he might properly kuoxv iiow 
the hours passi'd, made use of burning 
tapers which were marked witli Uih*h 
and fixed in lanthorns, an expedient in­ 
vented by him.selt. ” 
Bo, by the way, 
were in 8 9 2 the lanterns of scraped 
horn which still some old fashioned 
rustics [» refer to 
glass. 
But tapers, 
iiowever, 
wen» then very expensive. 
The king might himself use these, but 
probably tiie rushlight was used by [Hio- 
ple in general. —London Htandard.

That he 
should have been able to play upon the 
organ of bis day works so exacting in 
technique as his own is simply marvel­ 
ous. 
It is one of the phenomena of musical 
history that, while orchestral, operatic 
and other branches of music were in 
their infancy in Bach’s day and have 
developed since then. Bach brought or­ 
gan music to its climax. He was not the 
small source whence flowed a rivulet 
which in time was to expand into a 
broad stream; be was the broad stream 
itself. 
The word “ Bach” in German 
means a brook, which led a famous Ger­ 
man compo-er to say punmngly that 
this great master was not a Ba< h, but 
an ocean.— Forum. 


Cra m p In th e Leg. 


Many persons of both sexes are great­ 
ly trouble d with cramp in onu or both ol 
their legs. It comes on suddenly and is 
very severe. 
Most people jump out of 
bed (it nearly always comes on either 
just aft* r going to bed or while undress­ 
ing) and ask some one to rub the leg.

ous character of the smoke as.sociated 
with other products of combustion. 
A soft clay is invariably cool smok­ 
ing because the acid oils obtained on 
the destructive distillation of the tobac­ 
co are absorbed in.stead of collecting in 
a little pool, which must eventually 
either by the volatilization or by me­ 
chanical convey ance reach the mouth. 
A particular pipe “ smokes hot” not 
uecessai ily because the temperature of 
the smoke is high, but becau.se it favors 
the jiassage by one of tlu se means of 
tlie nils into the mouth. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an oíd 
wooden pipe or brier, so dear to invet- 
1 rate smokers, liecomes “ smooth smok­ 
ing “ because tlie pores of the wrod 
widen and so absorb, as is the case with 
clay or meersichaimi, a large proportion 
of the tobacco oil. 
Thus an old jiipie “ sweats, ” as it is 
termed—that is, the oil intrudes into 
tiie ex panded pores of tlie wooden bowl 
and at lengtli ex udes. Sim ilarly a liook 
.shuiied ¡lipe miv:t be better than a pijio 
tlie bowl of which is on the same level 
with the mouth, for the simple rea.sou 
that in the former a considerable quan­ 
tify of the oil is kept liack in the U 
shaped part of the pipe, while in the 
latter the oil travels easily down tJ ie 
stem. 
Ebonite stems are in general ob- 
.iectionable because they commonly spoil 
the true flavor of tobacco smoko. 
This 
i.s most probably due to the sulphur of 
tiie ebonite combining witli the volatile 
oils in the smoke. 
Wo know instances 
where ebonite stems have produced (ii.s- 
tinetly objectit nable sy mjitoms in the 
throat, most probably for the reason 
ju.st given. 
Lone or real amber makes a much 
more satiifaciory stem, or the pipes 
should be of wood throughout. 
Amber 
substitutes, 
and e.siiecially celluloid, 
should be discarded entirely as danger- 
uUh, while the Huvor of camphor which 
t h e s e invariably communicate to the 
smoke form.s a very unpleasant combi­ 
nation. 
Pipes of special construction 
cannot be regarded with much favor, 
such as those which are said to bo hy ­ 
gienic and usually contain a so called 
nicotine absorber. 
Those smokers who 
require such aux iliary attachments had 
better not smoke at all. As a matter of 
fact tobacco y ields little nicotine in the 
smoke produced on its partial combus­ 
tion. It is mainly to oils of a tarry and 
acrid character that the tox ic sy mptoma 
of tobacco smoking are due.
